The 2023 Atlanta Braves put together a historic 
regular season, culminating with the club's sixth 
consecutive National League East Division title. 
With a 104-58 (.641) record, Atlanta finished 
with a 14-game lead atop the division - falling 
two wins shy of single-season franchise mark, 
set by the 1998 club. The Braves’ juggernaut 
offense cemented its place in the record books; 
matching Minnesota in 2019, for the most home 
runs by a team, within a single-season in MLB 
history with 307. Atlanta established Modern 
Era (since 1900) franchise records in runs 

(947), runs per game (5.8), hits (1,543), home 
runs (307), RBI (916), batting average (.276), 
on-base percentage (.344), slugging percentage 
(.501), OPS (.845) and total bases (2,803). 

The following will feature notable individual 
performances, as well as team highlights from 
the Braves’ record-breaking campaign.

Home Sweet Home 


April 6 vs. San Diego Padres In front of a sellout 
crowd at Truist Park, Orlando Arcia played the role of 
hero - lifting the Braves to a walk-off, 7-6, win in their 
2023 home opener. 

Having already erased a two-run deficit in the eighth, 
the Braves began their ninth-inning rally with Eddie 
Rosario’s two-out, pinch-hit double. Rosario slapped 
right-hander Nabil Crismatt’s 3-2 slider into the right- 
field corner and raced to second base. Arcia followed by 
hitting his game-ender to center field. 

Atlanta improved to a 6-1 record in the seven home 
openers held at this ballpark since it opened its gates 
in 2017. The Braves’ .857 winning percentage in home 
openers is the highest by any club at their current 
venue. Also of note, the contest marked the 1,000th 
game of Brian Snitker's managerial career - all with 
Atlanta, making him one of five managers in franchise

history to skipper 1,000 games.

How Sweep It Is 


June 8 vs, New York Mets With a three-game sweep 
on the horizon, the Braves trailed 5-3, 6-3, 6-5, 8-5, 
9-5, 9-6, 10-6, 10-7 and 10-9, all before an eventual 
13-10 win in 10 innings. Atlanta trailed by at least three 
runs in all three games versus New York and came 
back to win all three. It marked the first time in the 
Modern Era (since 1900) that the Braves had won three 
straight games when trailing by at least three runs. 

The franchise had done so three times in the 1800s, 
most recently in 1894. New York held a win probability 
of at least 85 percent in all three games of the series, 
including a series-high, 95 percent in the bottom of the 
eighth inning of this affair. 

Overall, it was Atlanta's fourth straight come-from- 
behind win, dating to June 4 at Arizona. 

One of Atlanta's several saviors on the night was 
Ozzie Albies - who delivered the knock-out blow, after 
being hitless in his first five plate appearances. Albies 
drove a 1-0 offering from right-hander Tommy Hunter 
out to right field for a three-run walk-off home run - the 
third walk-off shot of his career. 

The win marked the 580th of Brian Snitker’s mana- 
gerial career - moving him past George Stallings for 
the third-most wins by a manager in franchise history. 
Stallings managed the Braves to a 579-597-25 record in 
1,201 games at the helm from 1913 to 1920, including a 
World Series title in 1914, Both Snitker and Stallings trail 
a pair of Hall-of-Famers, Frank Selee (1,004 wins) and 
Bobby Cox (2,149 wins) on the franchise leaderboard.

April 10 vs. Cincinnati Reds For the second time on the season's first 
homestand, the Braves came away with a walk-off victory. Sean Murphy 
stepped to the plate to lead off the bottom of the 10th inning with the 
Braves trailing by a 4-3 score. With Austin Riley beginning the inning on 
second base - a result of making the final out of the ninth inning, Murphy 
drilled the first offering he saw from Reds reliever, Derek Law, 408 feet to 
straightaway center field, giving the Braves a 5-4 victory. 

For Murphy, it was the first time he delivered a walk-off home run in 
his 338 career games as a big leaguer, Furthermore, he became the 10th 
Braves player in the Modern Era (since 1900) to hit a walk-off as their first 
home run with the club; and first to do so since Charlie Culberson on May

Braves Send Franchise-Record 
8 Players to MLB All-Star Game 


The Braves record-setting first 
half of the 2023 season was 
commemorated by sending eight 
representatives to the All-Star 
game: outfielder Ronald Acufa Jr., 
infielders Ozzie Albies, Orlando 
Arcia, Matt Olson and Austin Riley, 
catcher Sean Murphy, as well as 
starting pitchers Bryce Elder and 
Spencer Strider. 

The 93rd Midsummer Classic 
was held on July 11 at T-Mobile 
Park, home of the Seattle Mariners. 
It marked the third time the Emer- 
ald City welcomed the game's big- 
gest stars — also having done so at 
the Kingdome in 1979 and 2001 at 


the current ballpark, then known as 
Safeco Field. 

Atlanta's eight All-Stars were 
their most in franchise history and 
tied for the most by a National 
League franchise, joining Chicago 
in 2008, Pittsburgh in 1960, 
Cincinnati in 1956 and St. Louis 
in 1943. The last time a team sent 
eight players to the All-Star Game 
was Texas in 2012. 

Braves Country did their part 
during the fan voting process as 
Acuiia Jr, Arcia and Murphy were 
each elected as starters, Prior 
to 2023, the last time the Braves 
had three players in the starting 


lineup was at the 1998 game in 
Colorado, when Hall of Famers 
Chipper Jones and Greg Maddux 
were joined by current bench/ 
infield coach Walt Weiss. 

Acufia Jr, received 3,082,600 
votes during Phase 1 on the 
balloting — more than any player 
in the majors. The Braves has 
been the leading vote getter in 
the N.L. in each of the last three 
seasons. The only other Braves 
to receive the most votes in the 
balloting process were Hall-of- 
Famer Henry Aaron in 1970 and ‘71 
and Dale Murphy in 1985, Overall, 
it was the fourth All-Star selection 
of Acufa Jr.'s young career, also: 
2019 and ‘21-23. 
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Triple Play at Fenway 


July 25 at Boston Red Sox |n the bottom of the third inning, 
with runners on first and second, Charlie Morton induced 

a lazy, routine fly ball off the bat of Boston's Triston Casas. 
The ball landed securely in the glove of Braves centerfielder 
Michael Harris ||, who charged just over 25 yards after 
starting an even 325 feet from home plate. After making the 
catch, he made an on-the-run throw to first base - doubling 
off Adam Duvall for the second out, As Harris’ throw went 
to first, Masataka Yoshida, who began the play on second, 
attempted to move up 90 feet and was nabbed on an assist 
from Matt Olson to Austin Riley. 8-3-5, triple play. 

Aside from taking place at baseball's oldest active ballpark, 
which opened in 1912, the play holds its own historical sig- 
nificance as just the second 8-3-5 triple play in MLB history. 
The other, completed by the 1884 Boston Beaneaters. 

For Atlanta, it marked the 41st triple play in franchise 
history and first since May 6, 2004 against San Diego 
(5-4-3), The only club with more triple plays to its name 
is St, Louis (44).

Braves Establish Records for Sellouts 
and Total Attendance at Truist Park 


August 16 vs. New York Yankees A sellout crowd 

of 40,743 was on hand to see the Braves complete a 
three-game sweep of the Yankees. It not only marked 
Atlanta's first three-game sweep of the Yankees since 
the advent of interleague play in 1997, but also the 
club's 43rd sellout of the year - its most since moving 
to Truist Park in 2017 (prev. high: 42 in 2022). 

With tremendous fan support during the 2023 
regular season, the record was established with 21 
home games to spare. 

Braves radio broadcasters Ben Ingram and Joe 
Simpson put it best as the team broke the record. 

“Amazing job by the fans," said Ingram. "It doesn't 
matter who the opponent is, it doesn’t matter what the 
weather is, they're showing up,” remarked Simpson. 

In total, the club sold out 54 of its 81 regular season 
home games, while welcoming 3,191,505 fans through 
the turnstiles - another high in the seven-year history 
of the venue. Atlanta's average home attendance 
of 39,401 placed fifth in MLB, behind the Dodgers, 
Padres, Yankees and Cardinals.

The Braves plated three runs in the 
first inning, by virtue of a leadoff home 
run by Ronald Acufia Jr. and a two-run 
single by Eddie Rosario. In doing so, 
the club established its single-season 
franchise record for runs the opening 
frame (129), surpassing the previous 
mark set in 1999 (127). 

Over 162 games, the Braves scored 
a franchise-record 146 runs in the first 
inning during the 2023 campaign; most 
by any club, within a single-season, 
since St, Louis (147) in 2000, Atlanta's 
47 home runs in the opening frame 
edged Cincinnati (46 in 2019) for the 
most first-inning homers, by a club, 
within a single-season, in MLB history. 
Austin Riley accounted for 13 of those 
longballs, matching Hall-of-Famer 
Henry Aaron (1971) for the most first- 
inning homers, within a single-season, 
in franchise history. 

Collectively, the Braves hit .321 (217- 
for-675) in the first inning, the highest by 
any club, within a single-season, since 
St. Louis in 2000 (.336). Atlanta slugged 
600 in the frame, the highest by any club, 
within a single-season, in the Expansion 
Era (since 1961). 

Acuiia Jr. established the franchise 
record for hits in the first inning with 54. 
The last player league-wide with as many 
first-inning hits, within a single-season, 
was Nolan Arenado, then of Colorado, 
with 57 in 2017. Acufia’s 41 runs scored in 
the first inning also established a fran- 
chise record - good for sixth-most, within 
a single-season, in the Modern Era (since 
1900). Over the last 30 seasons, Acufia's 
run total has been bested once, by José 
Reyes (42) in 2008. 
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Olson Tears Down Franchise 
Records for Home Runs and RBI 


Sept. 16 at Miami Marlins Leading off the sixth inning, Matt Olson belted 
the first offering he saw from Miami's Steven Okert, 433 feet into centerfield. 
The blast - his 52nd of the season, established the Braves single-season 
franchise record, shattering the previous mark of 51, set by Andruw Jones in 
2005. Olson had been on one of his hottest tears of the season - his third 
non-overlapping span with at least nine home runs over 13 games. 

Less than two weeks later (Sept. 28) on the club's final homestand, Olson 
capped off his historic campaign with a two-run shot, his 54th of the season 
- this time victimizing the Cubs right-hander Marcus Stroman. The pair of 
RBI were his 135th and 136th on the year, again shattering a franchise mark, 
which was set 70 years earlier by Hall-of-Famer Eddie Mathews (135), 

Olson's home run total has been topped by National Leaguers, twice, over 
the last 20 seasons - Giancarlo Stanton, then of Miami, 59 in 2017 and Ryan 
Howard, then of Philadelphia, 58 in 2006. By season's end, his 139 RBI led the 
majors, putting him alongside Hall-of-Famer Henry Aaron (1957, ‘60, '63, '66) 
as the only players in franchise history to lead MLB in RBI, Aaron, like Olson,

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Ronald Acufia Jr: The First 40/70 Man 


Ronald Acujia Jr. rewrote the franchise and MLB record books throughout 
the 2023 season. Following his age-25 season, Acufia was named National 
League MVP, while also earning the senior circuit's Hank Aaron Award - 
presented annually to the best overall offensive performer in each league. 
Acufia's combination of power and speed was highlighted by becoming 
the founding member of both the 30/60 and 40/70 clubs. Prior to Acufia, 
the highest stolen base total for a player to hit at least 30 home runs in 
a season was 52 (Barry Bonds in 1990). The high stolen base count for a 
player with 40 round trippers was 46 (Alex Rodriguez in 1998). 


August 31 at Los Angeles Dodgers In a late-summer battle between two 
perennial heavyweights, the Braves entered play with a 4.0-game lead over 
the Dodgers for the best record in the National League. Acufia powered 
Atlanta to a 5-1 advantage in the second inning by blasting a grand-slam 
half-way up the bleachers in left-center field - his 30th longball of the 
season, Not only did he become the first player in MLB history with 30 
home runs and 60 stolen bases, within a single-season, he also became the 
fastest player, by games played, to eclipse both 150 career home runs and 
stolen bases, doing so in 647 games. Former Cincinnati Red, Eric Davis, 
accomplished the feat over his first 681 contests - which spanned the 
1984-90 seasons. 

From September 1 through September 26, Acufia went on a home run 
tear - crushing 11 over a 21-game span, bringing his season tally to 41. His 
40th came on September 22 at Washington off southpaw Patrick Corbin 
Over that same span, he swiped nine bases.

Despite clinching the N.L. East 
title two weeks earlier, this game 
had high stakes, with Chicago (NL) 
entering play with a 0.5 game lead 
over Miami for the league's final 
Wild Card spot. Acufia entered play 
with 41 home runs and 68 stolen 
bases. After failing to reach base 

in his first three plate appearances, 
with the Braves trailing 3-2 in the 
eighth inning, Acufia singled and 
swiftly stole second (69). The game 
played into the 10th inning where 
Chicago took a 5-4 lead in the 

top of the frame, Acufia came to 
bat in the bottom half and singled 
home the game's tying run, before 
making his run at history, 

First pitch - “Ronald goes! There 
it is! He did it! A 40/70 season! 
And a season unlike any other in 
Major League Baseball history for 
Ronald Acufia Jr," exclaimed Braves 
television play-by-play announcer, 
Brandon Gaudin. 

On the radio call, Ben Ingram 
highlighted, “that base is on its way 
to Cooperstown, | do believe, The 
only man in the history of Major 
League Baseball with a 40/70 
season, truly incredible,” 

Acufia hoisted the base over his 
head, to a thunderous ovation from 
the announced crowd of 37,246 - 
before scoring the game-winning 
run on the following pitch, on a 
single by Ozzie Albies. 

Acufia would finish the season 
with 73 bags, establishing the 
Braves Modern Era (since 1900), 
single-season, stolen base record, 
which was previously set by Otis 
Nixon (72) in 1991. 
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Strider Eclipses Smoltz’ Franchise Strikeout Record 


September 30 vs. Washington Nationals 
In his final turn of the regular season — his first 
campaign as a full-time starter, Spencer Strider 
collected a pair of personal accolades. The right-hander 
completed the first inning by striking out Washington's 
Jake Alu; his 277th punch-out of the season - 
establishing the Braves Modern Era (since 1900), 
single-season, strikeout record. The previous mark of 
276, was set by Hall-of-Famer John Smoltz, during his 
Cy Young Award-winning season in 1996. Smoltz ('96) 
is the only other Atlanta-era hurler (since 1966) to lead 
the majors in strikeouts. Prior to Smoltz, the last to do 
so was Hall-of-Famer Warren Spahn, who had at least 
a share of the MLB strikeout crown in each season 
from 1950-52, as a member of the Boston Braves. 
Strider recorded seven strikeouts on the evening, 
capping his total at 281; 44 more than the next closest 
hurler, Toronto's Kevin Gausman. A unique spin to 
Strider's feat - his 186.2 innings pitched were the fewest

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by any pitcher to lead the majors in strikeouts, over a full 
season, in MLB history, Hall-of-Famer Randy Johnson 
paced the majors with 204 punchouts in 172.0 innings in 
the strike-shortened season in 1994, while Cleveland's 
Shane Bieber did the same, fanning 122 over 77.1 frames 
in the truncated 2020 campaign (COVID-19). 

The Braves went on to win that night's contest by 
a 5-3 score, securing Strider's 20th victory of the 
season, Strider became the second Brave in as many 
seasons to record at least 20 victories, alongside Kyle 
Wright (21 in '22). In the Atlanta-era (since 1966), he's 
the eighth pitcher, 14th instance, to accomplish the 
feat, joining Hall-of-Famers Tom Glavine (5x, 1991-93, 
98, '00), Phil Niekro (3x, 1969, '74, '79), Greg Maddux 
(1993) and Smoltz (1996) - in addition to, Denny 
Neagle (1997), Russ Ortiz (2003) and Wright. At 
24-years-337 days old, Strider became the youngest 
Brave with at least 20 wins, within a single-season, 
since Tony Cloninger, who also did so in his age-24 
season in 1965 with Milwaukee,

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Twenty-five of Atlanta's home 
runs traveled at least 450 feet;

Era (since 2015).

The Braves out-homered their 
opponents, 307-to-187, good for a 
home run differential of +120; the 
highest by any club, within a single- 
season, in MLB history. The 1927 
Yankees held the previous mark, 
when it out-homered its opponents, 
158-to-42, a +116 margin. For 


comparison, the only other club to 
out-homer its opponents by at least 
50 home runs, during the 2023 
season, was Tampa Bay (+53), 
Atlanta out-homered its oppo- 
nents in 97 games in 2023, going 
77-20 (.794) in those contests. 
The Dodgers were the next clos- 
est team in that regard, having 
out-homered its opponent 78 times. 
Thirty-homer club; five players 
finished with at least 30 homers 
during the 2023 season - Matt 
Olson (54), Ronald Acufia Jr. (41), 
Marcell Ozuna (40), Austin Riley 
(37) and Ozzie Albies (33), Atlanta 
is the second team in major league 
history to have five players with 
at least 30 homers in a season, 
joining Minnesota in 2019. 
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The world of sports has a storied 
history of bringing people together 
to foster a sense of belonging. For 
the Atlanta Braves, the connection 
between the team and its fans 
goes beyond the confines of Truist 
Park. Fandom has been passed 
down through generations and 
sparked through new friendships. It 
doesn’t matter who you are, where 
you come from, or whether you are 
cheering in Atlanta, Nashville, Los 
Angeles, or even London, because 
if you are tied to the Braves, you are 
a part of Braves Country. "We Are 
Braves Country" is the declaration 
that unites us and brings fans 
together to experience the pure joy 
of Braves baseball. 

The heartbeat of this phrase 
lies in the word "we" - a small, 
yet profound element of the 
Braves’ new rallying cry. It is 
not just about showcasing the 
prowess of the players on the 
field, it's a celebration of the 
collective effort of everyone 
associated with the Braves - the 
players, the coaches, the front 
office, the sponsors, and the fans, 

It's Hank Aaron hitting his 715th 
home run. It's the dogpile after 
winning the World Series in 2021, 
It's Ronald Acuiia Jr, becoming the 
first player to hit 40-plus homers 
and notch 70-plus stolen bases 
in the same season. It's your dad 
taking you to your first game. It's 
piling into a car with the family 
and making that annual summer 
trip to see your team in their home 
ballpark. It's high-fiving a total 
stranger just because you both 
cheer for Atlanta. Being a member 
of Braves Country means creating 


memories that can last a lifetime, 
as shown by season ticket holders 
and longtime A-List Members, 
Brandon and Bonnie Cunningham. 

Brandon and Bonnie, and their 
two children, have a special 
connection to the Braves as the 
pair went on their first date at the 
ballpark. “We've grown as a family 
with the Braves,” said Brandon, 
"Baseball is something we've 
always come back to,” continued 
his wife, Bonnie. 

As the Cunninghams look back, 
they remember more than just the 
score of the game. They recall and 
cherish the quality time they have 
been able to spend together as a 
family. “There are so many things 
and memories that come along 
with being Braves fans besides 
whatever the actual game is. Base- 
ball is a part of our family. Being a 
Braves fan is a feeling; more than 
anything else, it’s the feeling of 
being a part of Braves Country,” 

Braves Country is not confined 
to a specific city or state, it 
stretches across regions, bringing 
fans together under a shared 
passion for the team. 

“Here's the thing about our 
fans: While moments as big as 
the grand slam game are special, 
| feel like they're passionate like 
that all season long,” Braves 
third baseman Austin Riley noted 
through an article in The Players 
Tribune, “Braves Country always 
shows up, and they're always 
loud - whether it's Game 5 of the 
World Series or a Wednesday 
afternoon game in April. Our fans 
. +. they can definitely flip a game 
for us just with their energy.” 


This sentiment was echoed 
by Braves manager Brian 
Snitker, who recognized the 
power of Braves Country at the 
team’s annual Braves Fest. 

“Braves Country is real," Snitker 
said, "To see how everybody 
came out [to Braves Fest] with the 
weather and the elements is just a 
strong testament to our fans, who 
sell this place out throughout the 
season, It's rocking every night.

Although Acuiia Jr. is a true five- 
tool star (power, contact, glove, 
arm, and speed), the right- 
fielder's home runs routinely 
stole the show in 2023. Not only 
did he hit homers with quantity, 
he blasted them with quality. 
Eight of Acufia Jr.'s home runs 
traveled at least 450 feet, most 
in baseball and two more than 
the second-place contingent. 
Further, his 21 such longballs 
since his debut in 2018 also 
pace the majors. 

On September 2, Acufia Jr. 
launched his 32nd home run 
to straightaway centerfield 
at Dodger Stadium. Leaving 
the bat at 121.2 mph, the ball 
registered the highest exit 
velocity of any batted ball in 
2023 and stands as the third- 
hardest-hit home run in the 
Statcast era (since 2015). 

Separate from his home run 
total, Acufia Jr's stolen base 
numbers set records on their 
own. He finished the season 
with 73 steals, which set a 
new Modern-Era (since 1900) 
franchise record and surpassed 
Otis Nixon (72 in 1991) on the 
club leaderboard. He became 
one of 33 Modern-Era players to 
reach 70 stolen bases, and the 
first to do so in 14 years.

Last season, he went to work 
with more tools than just power 
and speed. His 217 hits led 
the major leagues, and were 
the most by an Atlanta player 
since Ralph Garr collected 219 
in 1971, In the Modern Era only

After celebrating their sixth 
consecutive National League East 
Division title in 2023, the Braves hit 
the ground running this offseason 
with fierce determination. Through 
blockbuster trades and acquisitions, 
this 2024 roster is set to continue the 
winning legacy paved during previous 
seasons. The significant additions of 
LHP Chris Sale, OF Jarred Kelenic and 
RHP Reynaldo Lopez are just a few that 
anticipate an electrifying 2024 season. 
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Chris Sale 
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This offseason, the Atlanta Braves 
acquired left-handed starting 
pitcher Chris Sale from the Boston 
Red Sox, deepening the club's 
starting rotation. 

The 13-year veteran, originally a 
first-round selection (13th overall) 
by the Chicago White Sox in the 
2010 First-Year Player Draft, joins 
Atlanta following a six-year stint 
with the Boston Red Sox, spanning 
seven seasons from 2017-23. Sale 
played a pivotal role in helping 
Boston secure the 2018 World 
Series Championship. 

Sale brings a fiery, determined 
personality and impressive resumé 
with seven All-Star appearances. 

In his introductory press 
conference, Sale alluded to the 
comfort of joining an organization 
that strongly believes in him 

"[The Braves] put their faith and 
trust in me and that makes me feel 
confident going forward and gives 
me a boost through spring training 
and the year .... It allows me to feel 
comfortable,” Sale added, 

His decision to join the Braves 
organization also stems from his 
southern upbringing and apprecia- 
tion for the team’s influence. 

"Growing up in the south, this 
was the team down here... . Rich 
in history, you think of players 
that have come through this 
organization and players on 
the current roster now. My first 
autograph | got was from Chipper 
Jones. | was 12 or 13 years old and 
got a picture and signed baseball 
by him," Sale reminisced, 

Sale’s dominance began in 
Chicago, finishing top-six in 
balloting for the American League 


Cy Young Award for seven straight 
seasons, He's coming off a season 
in which he made 20 starts, 
logging 102.2 innings - his highest 
total in each regard since 2019. 

Sale’s wealth of experience after 
previously winning the 2018 World 
Series offers unmatched leadership 
from a seasoned veteran. He is 
excited to join an already experi- 
enced starting rotation in Atlanta 
with a common goal - to win 
another World Series. 

"Very excited to hop on this 
staff and feed off each other and 
compete for another division and 
hopefully a world championship," 
Sale mentioned, 

With a positive outlook on his 
return from injury, Sale joins the 
Braves with complete confidence in 
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his offseason regimen headed into 
spring training. A lengthy offseason 
for Sale warranted extended time 
for recovery and strengthening. 
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Growing up in 


the south, this 
was the team 
down here...

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“L feel really good,” Sale said. 
“I've been doing a lot of shoulder 
programming and baseball activity. 
For the first time in a while, I've 
been able to have a normal 
offseason.

Sale agreed to a two-year, $38 
million contract extension that 
includes an $18 million club option 
for the 2026 season, Sale also 
paid respect to the organization's 
cultural impact and Braves Country 
as a whole. 

"This A represents something - a 
great fanbase, beautiful ballpark... 
A lot of things that were very appe- 
tizing helped make this thing come 
true, The biggest thing for me is | 
wanted to put myself and my family 
in a good position. Atlanta’s had an 
unbelievable run, They have one of 
the best teams in baseball, | was 
excited to join them.” 

With the addition of Sale, 
Atlanta's projected starting rotation 
has accumulated 14 All-Star 
appearances, 452 MLB wins and 
32 years of big-league experience 
— and they're looking to add more 
accolades to the list. 
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Jarred Kelenic 


The Atlanta Braves acquired 
outfielder Jarred Kelenic in a 
trade this offseason with the 
Seattle Mariners. The 24-year-old 
was originally a first-round pick 
(sixth overall) out of high school 
(Waukesha, WI) by the New York 
Mets in the 2018 First-Year Player 
Draft, Nearly three months to the 
day after being drafted (June 4 
to December 5), he was part of a 
seven-player trade that netted New 
York a pair of All-Stars - second 
basemen Robinson Cand and 
right-handed pitcher, Edwin Diaz. 
In 2019, Kelenic appeared in 
117 games across three levels in 
Seattle’s Minor League system 
(Low-A, High-A and Double-A), 


aX 
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while participating at that year's 
Futures Game in Cleveland - his 
first of two Futures Game selec- 
tions, also: 2021. With the resump- 
tion of play at the minor league 
levels in 2021, MLBPipeline.com 
tabbed Kelenic as baseball's No. 4 
overall prospect - behind the likes 
of Tampa Bay's Wander Franco, 
Baltimore's Adley Rutchman and 
Detroit's Spencer Torkelson. 

He joins the Braves after 
spending five years in the Mariners 
organization — earning big league 
service time in each of the last 
three. In 2023, he established 
career-highs in games played (105), 
runs (44), hits (94), doubles (25), 
triples (2), stolen bases (13), 


walks (41), batting average (,253), 
on-base percentage (.327), 
slugging percentage (.419) and 
total bases (156) 

Positivity and determination 
have resonated with Kelenic during 


this offseason as he navigates 
past adversities endured through 
his first three seasons in the big 
leagues, Kelenic returns to the 
diamond after suffering an injury 
which sidelined him for several 
months, Through perseverance 
and a strong focus on the opportu- 
nity at hand, Kelenic alluded to his 
appreciation to the Braves organi- 
zation for acquiring him, 

“| look at my struggles - they 
taught me a lot," Kelenic said, 
“To hear the support | have from 
an organization | haven't played 
for yet was definitely reassuring 
and makes me super excited for 
spring training.”

He displays immense pride for 
the Braves and embraces the 
opportunity to step in and make 
a direct impact. Possessing great 
familiarity with high expectations 
before entering the league, Kelenic

“Some of the biggest takeaways 
from my first three seasons [were] 
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learning how to turn the page 

and let things go. | still believe in 
the ability | have. | know what I'm 
capable of doing," Kelenic said ina 
press conference. 

The left-handed hitter brings a 
confident, positive attitude to the 
plate following several adversities 
endured in his first three seasons. 

“| was fired up because | knew 
I was going to a really good 
organization,” he said regarding 
his reaction to the trade.

The Braves bolstered their 
bullpen by signing veteran relief 
pitcher Reynaldo Lopez to a 
three-year, $30 million contract. 
The deal also includes a club 
option for the 2027 season. 

The 29-year-old is set to embark 
on his ninth big league campaign. 
After debuting with the Nationals 
in 2017 - the team that signed him 
as an 18-year-old, amateur free 
agent from his native Dominican 
Republic in 2012, Lopez spent 
parts of seven seasons with the 
Chicago White Sox, spanning 
2018-23, Prior to last year’s trade 
deadline, Lopez was traded to the 
Los Angeles Angels, appearing 
in 13 games over a 33-day span, 
before being selected off waivers 
and finishing the season with the 
Cleveland Guardians, 

Despite circling between the 
three organizations over the sea- 
sons’ final three months, Lopez 
has great excitement joining the

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Braves. He posted a 3.27 ERA in 68 
games last season with 83 strike- 
outs and 34 walks in 66 innings 
with a career-best 11.3 strikeouts 
per nine innings. With great hope 
and appreciation after signing a 
guaranteed deal securing Atlanta 
as his destination for the next 
three seasons, Lopez attributes the 
Braves’ winning mentality as one 
influential factor in his signing, 

“It's a competitive team and it's a 
great atmosphere wanting to win,” 
he said. “People | spoke to within 
my inner circle spoke highly of the 
organization. It was something | 
wanted to be a part of. | faced them 
a few times and they just looked 
like they wanted to win. The vibe of 
the whole organization is positive. 
| can't wait to get out there,” Lopez 
added in a press conference. 

When reflecting on his career 
and journey to Atlanta, Lépez 
appreciates the grind of securing 
a guaranteed contract. The 
recruitment and support by the 


front office has led Lopez to remain 
positive, bringing experience as 
reliever and starting pitcher, 

"I'm a different person from 
when | started, A lot of it has been 
focus, my mindset and maturity,” 
Lépez said. 

Lopez recalled conversations 
with Marcell Ozuna, his friend and 
new teammate, during free agency. 
Ozuna supported him from the 
start, implying the Braves could 
utilize Reynaldo's skill set. 

Lopez revealed Ozuna reached 
out to their agent stating “Hey, we 
need him on this team." 

“When my agent said there was 
an opportunity with the Braves, | 
said let's do it," Lopez added. 

The addition of Lopez and his 
flexibility brings exciting depth to 
the Braves bullpen, foreshadow- 
ing a bright future on the mound 
this upcoming season. Known for 
his fierce fastball averaging 98.2 
mph, Lopez is sure to make his 
mark in Atlanta.

Documenting a season like that of the 2023 Atlanta Braves 

is a sports photographer's dream. Despite our early exit from 
the playoffs, the regular season was almost incomprehensible, 
The number of records broken, both individually and the team 
as a whole, was something that felt more like a video game 
cheat code than real life. 


It was full of incredible moments and thrilling wins. From 
walk-offs, strikeout records, ridiculous catches and sending a 
franchise-record eight players to the All-Star Game in Seattle. 
But outside the records and the headlines, what really made 
last season so fun to photograph was the energy and passion 
these players left on the field each and every game. 
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And one of those 
moments, and the most 
electrifying walk-off I've 
ever photographed, came 
‘on June 8th, courtesy 

of Ozzie Albies. It was 

the 10th inning, and he 
came up to bat with 

Travis d'Arnaud on first 
and Sam Hilliard holding 
second, Ozzie blasted a 
homer 408 feet over the 
right-field wall, capping a 
three-game sweep of the 
Metropolitans. The ground 
felt like it was shaking from 
the roar of the crowd. 


What really made this one 
special for me was being 
able to get two completely 
different photos of the 
home run and celebration 
that captured the energy 
of the win. It started with 
the amazing bat flip and 
then with the dogpile 
celebration at home plate. 
Topps even turned it into a 
baseball card. 


So much of sports 
photography comes down 
to getting lucky breaks, 
like the way a player turns 
when celebrating, and | got 
really lucky that Ozzie was 
facing me in the dogpile 
and | was able to capture 
his expression. With all 

of the commotion and 
celebrating, it's easy to 
get blocked and miss the 
critical moment. 
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It wasn't long into the season that | realized that Ronald Acufia Jr. was on track to have some ridiculous numbers. 

And photographing any player stealing bases is something | always 
try to shoot, but for this | made sure to try to get as many different angles of Ronnie stealing second as possible.

Smith-Shawver, 21, forewent 

his two-sport commitment to 
Texas Tech University after being 
selected by Atlanta in the seventh 
round of the 2021 MLB First- 

Year Player Draft from Colleyville 
Heritage High School (Colleyville, 
TX) - where he was teammates 
with Kansas City's Bobby Witt Jr. 
After pitching to a 5.49 ERA (47 
ER/77.0 IP) in 21 outings over his 
first two professional seasons, 
Smith-Shawver ascended through 
the Braves minor league system 
in 2023, He began the year with 
High-A Rome, where he recorded 
14.0 scoreless innings, while 
striking out 21 - earning South 
Atlantic League Pitcher of the 
Month honors for April. On May 2, 
he embarked on a brief stint with 
Double-A Mississippi, notching 
consecutive scoreless starts, He 
yielded his first earned runs of 
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the season, in his Triple-A debut, 
May 19 at Memphis. Between the 
three levels, he ran a 22.0-inning 
scoreless streak, in which he 
punched out 32 and walked seven, 
while holding the opposition to a 
143 batting average (11-for-77), 
With a total of seven career starts 
above Single-A, he received his 
first big league call-up on May 30, 
debuting five days later. In his first 
appearance, June 5 at Arizona, 
he logged 2.1 innings of scoreless 
relief, without allowing a hit. At 20 
years, 196 days-old, he became

Waldrep, 21, pitched two seasons 
at the University of Southern 
Mississippi from 2021-22 before 
transferring to the University of 
Florida for his junior year in 2023.

In his first season in the Braves 
system, Waldrep rose four levels

16 walks and held opponents to a 
179 batting average (19-for-106),

Alvarez Jr, 20, was selected by Atlanta in the fifth round 
of the 2022 MLB First-Year Player Draft from Riverside 
City College (Riverside, CA). He spent the entire 2023 
season with High-A Rome, slashing .284/.395/.391 
(119-for-419) in 116 games, with seven home runs and 
24 doubles, while recording 66 RBI and 62 runs - going 
16-for-21 in stolen base attempts. The second-year pro 
led all South Atlantic Leaguers in hits, while ranking 
third in games played; tied for third in walks (66); fourth 
in batting average and on-base percentage - among 
qualifiers; tied for sixth in RBI; seventh in doubles;

in 2016 and again the following year by Chicago (NL) 
in the 27th round, During his climb through the Braves 
minor league system, he was named Southern League 
Pitcher of the Month in July 2022 with Double-A 
Mississippi, while earning Pitcher of the Week honors 
at Single-A, High-A and Double-A. 

Leading up to his big league debut, Vines appeared 
in nine games, all starts, across three levels of Atlanta's 
minor league system in 2023, posting a 2.70 ERA (13 
ER/43.1 IP) with 46 strikeouts. He debuted on August 
30 at Colorado, firing 6.0 innings of two-run ball. The 
performance was the first of its kind, as he became the 
first visiting pitcher to complete 6.0 innings at Coors 
Field in his major league debut, since the venue opened 
in 1993. In total, Vines had three major league stints in 
2023, spanning August 28-September 2, September 
6-10 and September 22-28, totaling a 3.98 ERA (9 
ER/20.1 IP) in five appearances (two starts), 

“Vines has been able to do quite a bit without 
overpowering stuff, It's an average fastball, at best, 
usually around 90-91 mph, topping out at 93 mph, but 
he actually throws his secondary stuff more frequently.

Impact of MLB Rule Changes

Major League Baseball received 
immediate dividends from the rule 
changes that were implemented 
prior to the 2023 season. The major

required to face a minimum of 
one batter. In 2020, this was 
taken a step further by requiring a 
three-batter minimum. Additional 
changes in that regard have also 
come in recent years with the 
batter's box rule - requiring hitters 
to keep one foot in the batter's 
box during their at-bat (2015), 
eliminating pitches to be physically 
thrown for an intentional walk 
(2017) and mound visit limitations 
(2018). As of 2023, pitchers have 
15 seconds to throw a pitch with 
the bases empty and 20 seconds 
(ratified to 18 seconds in 2024) 
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shorter than from the average time of g: 


with a runner on base, while hitters 
need to be in the batter's box with 
eight seconds on the pitch clock, 
The bases that grew from 15 
inches to 18 inches square, were 
the first adjustments, outside of the 
interpretation of the strike zone, 
since the mound was lowered from 
15 inches to its current height of 10 
inches - which followed, "The Year 
of the Pitcher" in 1968. During that 
season, Hall-of-Famer Bob Gibson 
was one of seven qualified pitchers 
to produce a sub-2.00 ERA. 
Gibson's 112 ERA (38 ER/304.2 
IP) remains the lowest, within a 
single season, since earned runs 
became official in both leagues 
in 1913. Another Hall-of-Famer, 
Carl Yastrzemski, took home the 
American League batting crown 
with a .301 average (162-for-539); 
the lowest in baseball history by a 
league's batting champion, while 
Detroit's Denny McClain won 31 
games - a feat that has not been 
matched to date.

of baseball's first true home run 
hitter, Hall-of-Famer, Babe Ruth, 
the sport's home run king from 1921 
until he was surpassed by Hall- 
of-Famer Henry Aaron on April 

8, 1974, the minimum home run 
distance was adjusted to 250 feet 
in 1925. It then increased to 325 
feet down the lines and 400 feet to 
center field in 1959. 

Shift restrictions, which have 
regulated all four infielders to be 
on the infield dirt (or infield grass) 
with two on each side of second 
base at the time a pitch is thrown, 
can be compared to other adjust- 
ments to improve the balance 
between offense and defense, The 
dimensions of the strike zone have 
been altered numerous times, most 
recently in 1996 to cover the area 
of home plate from the midpoint 
between a batter's shoulders and 
the top of the uniform pants — just 
below the kneecap. Additionally, 
the American League adopted the 
designated hitter rule in 1973, with

the National League doing so on a 
permanent basis in 2022. 

As it pertains to the current 
game, in 2023, the average time 
of game was two hours and 42 
minutes - shaving 24 minutes from 
the average time of game in 2022 
(3:06) and down 29 minutes from 
the highest single-season average 
of three hours and 11 minutes in 
2021, This made for the best pace 
of play since 1985 (2:44), During the 
2021 season, there was a record- 
high, 390 nine-inning affairs of at 
least three hours and 30 minutes. 
That figure was reduced to nine 
such games in 2023, 

Shifting limitations aided the 
league batting average of .248 - 
up five points from 2022 and the 
highest clip since 2019 (.252), The 
2022 figure was the lowest since 
1968 (.237) - the aforementioned, 
"The Year of the Pitcher.” The adap- 
tation was especially generous to 
left-handed hitters, who collectively 
posted a .295 batting average on 
balls in play — the league's highest 
since 2019 (.297). 
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Sports Illustrated's Tom Verducci 
was quoted as saying, "The ban on 
shifts and bigger bases are suc- 
ceeding in taking the style of the 
game out of the hands of the front 
offices and back in the hands of the 
players, which is where it should 
be." Another prominent figure, 

NBA commissioner, Adam Silver, 
remarked, "What can we learn 

from baseball? Let's go back to the 
whiteboard. What are the things we 
thought were untouchable?” 

For the 2024 season, the 15-sec- 
ond clock with the bases empty will 
remain, however, the 20-second 
clock with runners on base has 
been reduced to 18 seconds. In 
2023, pitchers began their deliver- 
ies with an average of 7.3 seconds 
remaining on the 20-second clock. 
Further changes will include wid- 
ening the runner's lane from home 
plate to first base to include the dirt 
between the foul line and the infield 
grass, as well as reducing each 
club's mound visit quota.

last half of the distance between 
home plate and first base between 
the foul line and a three-foot line 
drawn on the right-hand side of 
the dirt. Under the new rule, the 
runner's lane will still be chalked to 
keep runners from drifting too far 
into foul territory on plays in which 
the ball is in foul territory, such as 
dropped third strikes. 

Each team's mound visit allot- 
ment will be reduced from five to 
four, though an extra mound visit 
will still be awarded for the ninth 
inning if the defensive team has 
zero remaining visits at the end of 
the eighth. In 2023, clubs averaged 
2.3 mound visits. ¥
